WINTER 


Floods Prevail Throughout 
the State. 


Railroad Tracks Washed Out and 
Bridges Greatly Damaged. 


Heaviest Rainfall in Years Reported 
ae: in Southern California. 


High Water North of Tehachepi~A Res- 
ervoir in Danger of Breaking— 
Stockton Under Water—Dam- 
age in San Joaquin Valley. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Santa Ana, March 21.—[Special.] 
Rains descended and floods came. The 
storm has ceased, but last night and to- 
day a great volume ‘ water rushed 
down from the mountains, streams over- 
flowing their banks and flooding a large 
area of country. 

The Southern Pacific between Santa 
Ana and Los Angeles has several wash- 
outs, so that no trains have left this 
city today over that road. This morn- 
ing about thirty feet.of the west ap- 
proach of the Santiago Creek bridge 
went out, and between Downey and 
Florence the track is washed ovt in 
several places. It will probably be sev- 
eraldays before a train can be run 
through. 

No trains arrived today over the 
Santa Fé from San Diego. The north- 
bound overland is laying up at Ocean- 
side, but. will probably get through to- 
morrow. There isa landslide and sev- 
‘eral small washouts below Capistrano, 
causing delay. Between this city and 
Los Angeles trains arrived and de- 
parted irregularly. A special Santa Fé 
train left for Los Angeles at 8 p.m. 
The Santa Fé train which was due to 
arrive here at 5:50 this even- 
ing came down as far as_ the. 
Santa Ana River above Orange, but 
did not venture across, and consequently 
returned to Los Angeles, after waiting 
out in the country for an hour or more. 
Asaresult of the overflow the south- 
bound Santa Fé passengers are_ Tying | 
over here until the road can be re- 
paired, 

The country south and west of Santa 
Ana is deluged, but the water is subsid- 
ight. The road to Westminster 
on both sides of the Fifth street bridge 
is almost two feet under water this 
‘morning, and some places are washing 
badly. On West First street the water 
came witbin a few hundred yards of an. 
artificial lake just outside the city 
limits above Orange. Santiago Creek 
broke its banks about midnight and 
flooded several ranches. Several 
farmers and their famiiies are reported 
to have been driven from their bomes 
during the night on account of the 
deluge, but no material dafnage has 
been reported. 

The indications ténight are that the 
storm is over. The weather is percepti- 
bly cooler, the stars are shining brightlv 
and a stiff breeze is springing up from 
the west. 

THE STORM AT RIVERSIDE. 

‘Riversipz, March 21.—[Special.] 
The storm played havoc with the rail- 
roads in this vicinity. The Santa Fé 
track was undermined about,a mile 
north of this city and at 12:20 a 
freight train was ditched, four cars of 
lumber and ties sinking with the track; 
eight cars passed over with the engine 


mined part. A wrecking train was 
brought over from San Bernardino be- 
tore 4 a.m. and yesterday was. spent 
in building around the wreckage. 
About 4 a.m. the Santa Fé bridge across 
the Santa Ana River gave way, four 
bents being washed out. It will bea 
day or.two before it is repaired. The 
motor track was washed out at 9:40 
Monday night at Chicago avenue, but 
trains ran all day today. A Mexican 
house by the canal near First street is 
flooded three feet deep onthe floor. A 
horse andcow were discovered tethered 
in an arroyo north ofthe city. The 
water was over their backs. A man 
swam in and cut the tethers. Orchards 
and streets are bad!y washed. The 
rainfall for the past twenty-four hours, 
upto? a.m. today, is 2.17 inches. 
The mails are all delaved. | 

HEAVY RAINFALL IN SAN BERNARDINO. 

San BeRNakDINO, March 21.—|Spe- 
cial.] One of the heaviest rains for 
-years fell Monday, and on Monday night, 
the streets were heavily flooded and 
badly washed in ‘places. The motor 
track between here and Colton was 
abandoned to Lytle Creek, the bridge 
at Lytle Creek ‘being washed out and 
the passengers were brought in by 
stage. The Redlands motor track is 
badly washed out at Old San Bernar- 
dino and the bridge over the Santa 
Ana is unsafe, consequently no trains 
were running today. There were no 
Santa Fé trains from Los Angeles or | 
the south, and the track is unsafe be- 
tween here and Mentone via High- 
lands. 

SaN BERNARDINO, March 21, — [By 
the Associated Press.| The most de- 
structive storm of the season has 
visited this locality in the last 
twenty-four hours, 1.86 inches of rain 
having fallen, making the total for the 
season 14.15, and it is. still raining. 
Railroad traffic is temporarily sus- 
penged on the Santa Fé lines | 
into the city. Washouts are reporte 
at Meutone, North Pomona. Lamanda 
Park and East Riverside. On the 
Southern. Pacific washouts have oc- 
curred at Beaumont and near White- 
water. In Redlands the motor track is 
covered with debris a long distance. 
On the Highland motor road a washout 
near this city temporarily suspends 
traffic. The Southern California motor 
railway bridge across Lytle Creek will 
be paralyzed for some time to come. 
The Santa Ana River is booming owing 
to the melting. snow and warm rains, 

and itis feared dozens of railroad and 
county bridges along its Gourse will be 
swept away.

The flood remained higher 
than ever seen here since 1862 up to 
noon today, when it commenced to fall, 
and ran down very fast, showing breaks 
in the levees On the islands west of this 
city.

A CRACK EN SALT SPRING RESERVOIR. 

-A Copperopolis special to the Inde- 
pendent gives the startling information: 
that the big Salt Spring Reservoir is 
cracked for about seventy feet along 
the top, and that the owner is there 
and proposes to cut the dam tonight to 
let the water out gradually. This 
reservoir covers a large tract, but is 
not very deep, though the water 
stored would make an awful flood if 
turned loose by a break. It would run 
down Rock Creek near Milton and along 
near Farmington, in this county, finally 
pouring into the sandy country a few 
miles south of Stockton, and would 
carry destruction along with it for a 
distance of more than thirty miles, till 
it reached the river, where it would 
roll over the island levees. The flood 
would not strike Stockton unless by 
backing up from the river. But yet, 
there is always a feeling of danger 
when it is known that Salt Spring Res- 
ervoir is weakening. 

DAMAGE NEAR LODI. 

Loot, March 21.—The water is higher 
here than for years. A wagon bridge 
near Woodbridge and a railroad bridge 
over Bear Creek were washed away 
during the storm. The water in Moke- 
lumne River at Woodbridge at 3 o'clock 
this afternoon lacked only a few inches 
of being ontop of the levee. If the 
levee breaks thousands of acres of grain 
will be ruined, and no telling how 
much property will be destroyed. The 
bridge on the narrow gauge’ road that 
was washed out on Sunday has been re- 
paired and trains are running on time 
again.

A GHASTLY FIND. 


Five Dead Bodies Found in a Float- 
ing Drygoods Box. 


Impossible to Recognize the Features of 
the Dead People—It is Supposed

Compton McCoy, a hunter, was out on a 
sandbar a few miles below this city, 
duck shooting, when he noticed a large 
dry goods box floating down the stream.

Fatal Explosion. in an Llinois

The Accident Resulted-ifrom a Fire 


Lichfield Wrecked and Surrounding’ 
Property Damaged. 


A Victim Slowly Burned to Death—Several 
Injured More on Less Seriously—

Losses.

LitcHFIELD (ili.,) March 21.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The most frightful 
calamity in the history of this city oc- 
curred at anearly hoyr this morning. 
It resulted in a loss uf over half a mil- 
lion dollars’ worth of property and a 
number of lives, practically wrecking 
half of the town and damaging property 
for miles around.

SHOOK THE EARTH FOR MILES AROUND, 
the shock being felt even as far as De- 
catur, fifty miles distant. It broke the 
plate glass windows ina majority of 
the stores in the city, prostrated almost 
every one on the street at the time, 
shook houses loose from their founda- 
tiohs, and jarred the machinery in the 
Litéhfield car and machine shops to 
such an extent that work will have to 
be suspended until the necessary re- 
pairs can be made.

ORIGINATED FROM A SPARK 

from a passing locomotive, and the sub- 
sequent explosion was caused by the 
flames coming in contact with accumu- 
lations of mill dust. It looked at one 
time as if the entire south end of the 
town would be consumed, but the 
fire department, after a hard fight of 
three hours, managed to prevent the 
flames from spreading. 

Head Millwright John Garve of Wa- 
terioo attempted to save his tools from 
the burning building, and was stunned 
by the explosion and thrown against

cally homeless. John Grass’s store, im- 
mediately east of the mills, was almost 
entirely demolished. Upon State, Ri- 
ders and Kissam streets, principal busi- 
ness thoroughfares, nearly every plate- 
glass front was destroyed by the con- 
cussion. The loss to the Litchfield new 
hotel is not far from $10,000, while 
the New York Store sustained a heavy 
lass. More than one hundred residences 
were damaged to a greater or less ex- 
tent, and it is impossible to arrive at 
anything like an accurate estimate of 
the totai damages.

SACRAMENTO, March 21.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Between 150 and 
160 bills, passed by the late Legisla- 
ture, are awaiting the signature of the 
Governor before they can become laws. 
Next Saturday will be,the last day al- 


to approve or disapprove the bills. A 
large number of the measures provide 
for appropriations. Many of these will 
surely be vetoed in order that the 50 
cent tax limit shall be complied with. 
In order to do this the Governor will 
have to leave unsigned bills amounting 
to nearly $2,000,000. Private Secre-

a tabulated statement of all the appro- 
priations made by the Legislature. 
This, when completed, will bé used as 
a ready reference for the Governor to 
properly use the pruning knife. 

Gov. Markham appeared at his office 
early this morning in the best of health 
and spirits, ready to handle the great 
amount of work ahead of him. Today 
he heard arguments in favor of signing 
Assembly Bill 666, allowing _irri- 
gation districts to disorganize by a 
three-fifths vote of the taxpayers in the 
district. Private Secretary Higgins 
says that in all probability it is the

According to custom, both hoams 
before adjourning sine die, allowed 
ofticers and attachés extra compensa- 
tion for additional work to be per- 
formed by them after adjournment.

Peter Kline 
told me the gamblers had been com- 
pelled for the last two years to contrib- 
ute $10,000 a yeartothe Republican 
party of Kansas. In the late campaign 
J told him if he would lend me $8000 I 
would buy a paper, and I would get him 
protection from these demands. Kline 
liked the idea, so did the whisky men. 

Meanwhile the men whomtIhad can- 
vassing the State came in and told me 
they would get eight or ten Republi- 
can members of the House to vote 
with the Populists on organization. I 
wanted to pay the men, and told Pete 
Kline 1 wanted $3000. Isaid he would 


be reimbursed by the Populist party. |.

ave me a check for $3000, and I 
paid the men. My judgment is tnat it. 
cost the railroad $4000 to get those 
four mento sign for Douglass. Later 
on Judge Doster told me three Demo- 
cans would go into the Populist House 
as soon as three Republicans would 
make a break. I sent word to Kline 
tuat I was going to get a bill through 
destroying the policy business.’’

STIFF LINES IN SKIRTS. 


[From Our Regular New York Fashion Cor- 
- respondent.) 
The skirt of 

the tendency of the coming season, 
and while the flat, straight-away flare 
is more sensible than hoops as last worn, 
it is not a graceful shape. Dark green 
cloth and yellow and green changeable 


velvet were the materials used, the lat- 


ter forming the entire bodice and the 
The fancy bod- 
ice is made of the green cloth. embroid- 
ered with yellow, red and green silk, 


~ 


different colored metal threads and imi- 


tation jewels. The fronts of the waist 
are loose but all the other parts are 
tight-fitting. The sleeves are of velvet 
and have large directoire puffs. The 
standing collar is covered with a fold 
of velvet and closes at the back. The 
fancy bodice is made’separately and is 
lined with silk. It closes at. the shoul- 
der with two pairs of hooks and eyes 
and one pair fastens the front. 

Special attention should be paid to 
the new bell sxirt. It has but one 
seam down the center of’ the back, the 
new*material that is made for this pur- 
pose being used. It is taken crosswise, 
but, in case one wishes to take the or- 
dinary width, it could be pieced and 
the seam then covered with the trim- 
ming. The skirt is lined half way 


up*with very thin crinoline, and then ; 


the whole is lined with silk. The trim- 
ming consists of velvet flounces and 
narrow velvet rolls. The flounces’ are 
not to be cut of bias velvet, as is 
usually the case, but cut very 
much curved from a straight piece, 
and then drawn out and sewed on 
straight. This makes the ruffle-like 
fullness. 
the bottom of the skirt nine and a half 
strips of velvet are required and the 
other two eighteen inches higher need 
seven and a half strips. All four ruffles 


must be lined with silk. Above these | 


ruffles are sewed five rows of velvet 
one-half an inch wide with one-half an 
inch space between each one. They 
are made of velvet cut on the bias, are 


about an inch wide and all sewed to- [ 


gether to form aroll. The skirt is only 
a trifle gathered in front and finished 
with.a very narrow band.

On my visit there lwas accompanied 
by Comrade Rockwell, Secretary of the as- 
sociation, who, with the Commandant and 
Surgeon, Comrades Merriman and Aiken, 
‘gave me every opportunity for inspection. 
I found everything about the premises in as 
perfect condition as it could be under their 
present crowded condition and limited 
means at command of the association. The 
men had no complaints to make and all 
seemed to be thankful that they could have 
such a home in their timeof need. The 
food was abundant and well cooked and 
well served, clothing warm, beds and bed- 
ding excellent. A new building has just 
been completed which is by far the best 
building on the grounds. The lower part 
will be used for a well-equipped laundry ; 
the second story hastwo large, finely-ven- 
tilated sleeping-rooms, which will relieve 
the other, now overcrowded, buildings.

REPORTS OF OFFICERS. | 

The annual report of the Junior Vice- 
Commander, C. J. Boskowitz of Car- 
son City, Nev., was next presented, 
being read by Asst. Adjt.-Gen. Mas- 
teller. The report stated that the 
first reunion of the G.A.R. ever held in 
the State of Nevada was celebrated at 
the home of Custer Post No. 5. It was 
an affair which will be remembered by 
many of the comrades as one of the 
most enjoyable ever held on this Coast. 
Its success was in a great measure due 
to the presence of the Department Com- 
mander and his escort, the Veteran 
Guard. In behalf of the people of Ne- 
vada, the writer of the report wished 
to thank the Commander, the Veteran 
Guard and all comrades who honored 
them with their presence.

LETTERS TO THE TIMES: 


The Beet-sugar Enterprise. 

ANAHEIM, March 20, 1803.-—[To the 
Editor of THE Timgs.] A few of us began, 
about seventeen months ago, to work up 
this great enterprise among the people on 
the codperative plan in order that the far- 
mers might reap all the benefits from its 
establishment, and, as they had no money, 
it was organized on the basis of each acre 
deeded to the company representing”a 
share of stock, and upon that acreage, and 
the plant to be erected, we had the assur- 
ance of capitalists that we could raise the 
necessary amount of funds, provided 3000. 
acres were .deeded to the company. We 
held meetings at the schoolhouses, cross- 
roads and wherever we conld get men to 
listen, and found that after a vear's 
work we had _ only’ succeeded in 
getting about eleven hundred acres 
deeded in. Arrangements were all 
made just before the election last No- 
vember for outside parties--capitalists—to 
make up the other 1900 acres, but when it 
was found that the country had gone Dem- 
ocratic, itthrew such ashadow of unces- 
tainty on the sugar business that our capi- 
talists refused to go any further in the busi- 
ness. Of the 1100 acres subscribed. Ana- 
heim hadcome up with about 400, al- 
though the proposed erection of the plant 
near the town should have stimulated 
its citizens to have taken the whole 1900 
acres remaining. But we have a peculiar 
people here. Many of them don’t want the. 
town to grow, fearing that it would 
bring ina new and progressive element, 
and then they would have opposition.~ One 
of the largest merchants here said: ‘‘We 
don't want the town to grow anv larger, 
forifit did there would be another dry- 
goods store tocompete withme. The town 
is large enough.”’ 

We found that whatever support was 
given the beet-sugar enterprise in Anaheim 
was given by a few whose sole object was 
simply to “boom the town.’’ When we 
urged them to put in there acreage we 
were always met with the query: ‘‘Where 
will it be locatéd? If located in Anaheim, I 
will subscribe something.”’ 

Their greed and selfishness required that 
this enterprise, whjch must be located in 
the midst of the farmers—the beet-raisers 
—should be located ‘in the town, without 
any regard to water, drainage or any otber 
elements of suitability. 2 

Itistrue that they organized a ‘‘land 
company” in Anaheim and got about 
twelve hundred acres ‘‘subscribed,”’ and that 
‘land company’’ subscribed 1200 acres to 
the sugar beet company, ‘but this “land 
company” neverowned an acre of land, 
and out of $42,000 subscribed to purchase 
this 1200 acres, only about $400 was ever 
paid in after ninety days of labor to get 
that, and, at the rate they were progress- 
ing, it would have taken about thirty-seven 
years to have collected enough to purchase 
the lands to inake,their subscription good. 
We urged upon the “land company” the 


their subscription good and make them 
stockholders in our sugar-beet company, but 
they coolly informed us that not an acre of 
their land would goin. 
site was located at a certain point south of 
town named by them. We were anxious 
‘thatthey should deed their land to the 
company, so that they might vote on all 
propositions, and had they done so they 
. could have determined the location of the 
factory site. The directors of the «bcet- 
sugar company did all they could to aid 
andencourage the ‘‘land company’’ to get 
its subscription of 1200 acres. but they 
did not propose to let a few narrow-viewed 
man, without an acre deeded to the 
company, without having complied with 
any of the requirements necessary 
to become. stockholders, wreck and 
ruin an enterprise which was designed to 
bless and profit the farmers, simply to 
‘“‘boom'"’ some ahandoned town lots. They. 
were told that when they deeded their land 
—as a hundred stockholders had done— 
then they could vote and shape the destinies 
of this company. . 

E. P. Fowler or F. J. Capitain—either one 
of these. gentlemen—has spent out of his 
own private means five times as much as 
the whole town of Anaheim in order to get 
this beet-sugar factory started. Each of 
these gentlemen has deposited $8750 to pay 
for 250 acres, which each has subscribed to 
the Codperative Beet Sugar Company. 
They have both spent many months of 
time and hard, earnest labor, and much 
money to organize this cobperative scheme; 
and what have their slanderers done? 
Nothing but to sit and snarl and fling mud 
at anenterprise that their brains could 
never grasp. Messrs. F. Conrad and Fritz 
Ruthmann are worthy, enterprising gen- 
tlemen, both of. them stockholders in our 
company, and both helping us along. Mr. 
Kroeger and Mr. Koenig are both rich, but 
they have never aided this enterprise, and 
never will. ¥ 

If Anaheim waits for these gentlemen to 
build a sugar tactory, it may possibly be 
completed when they celebrate the eight 

‘hundredth anniversary of Columbus. We 
expect to have work progressing on 
the sugar factory in a very. short 
time, despite the  hostilitv. of the 
silurians of this dead and finished 
town. We feel grateful for the help of, 


are worthy of all praise. Thev are the 
men who give our town whatever life and 
progressive character it has. Were it not 
for these men our town would only barely 
keep around, ‘‘just to save funeral ex- 
penses.’* If the negotiations now pending 
are successful we shall soon have’$400.000 
capital, and the work will be pushed with 
all possible speed. Then Anaheim will 
reap, toa large degree, the benefits ofa 
great industry that she has done but little 
to build, and, the enterprising ‘men and 
women here who have helped, to makeita 
success will have to look elsewhefe for the 
appreciation that is their due, ©

Los ANGELEs, March 19.—[To the Editor 
of THE TIMEsS.| Relating to the removal of 
the capital of our State from Sacramento, 
the writer does not notice that the danger. 
ous position of Sacramento as a city is 
shown up in the light thatit deserves to be. 
Having lived much in the vallev of the Sacra. 
mento, I know something of the danger be- 
setting that locality. Situatedin a low and 
flat section, not far above tide water, the 
whole country adjacent tothe river is be- 
ing rapidly covered with a sediment de- 
posited from the foothills of the sierras; 
and this is not alone caused by the hy- 
draulic miner, by any means, as with each, 
season's planting ot the foothillsto fruit, 
in Placer and other sections, more and 
more land is denuded of its natural pro. 
tector against washing, and left to 
the mercy of the heavy and sudden 
rains. The writer does not, hesitate to say 
that even without any hydraulic mining 
whatever, the seepage water would event- 
‘ually find its way all over the present 
streets of Sacramento. We might then 
look for an injunction against removing 
the brush from the foothills and planting 
fruit, thereby rendering them liable to. 
wash and deposit sediment in the river 
‘channel and valley below, making an im-

Mr. Fuller prepared a pan of grain for 
its feed and left.it- on the-kitchen 


_ table, requesting the girl to place it in 


the animal's manger at 12 o’clock. 

This Nellie readily agreed todo, and Mr. 

and Mrs. Fuller left witha parting word. 

They returned at about 5 o’clock. Mr. 

Fuller took out his key to unlock the 
front door, but found that there was a 
key on the inside. Hé then’ tried the 
and the door opened readitr, it 
having been left unlocked.-. As the 
door was opened a strong smell of gas 
was perceptible. Mrs. Fuller was the 
first to notice it and ran into the house 
at once, calling loudly to Nellie. No 
one answered, and the lady, pushing her 
way toward the kitchen, opened the 
door of aroom at the end of the hall 
and fell over the girl’s body, which was 
lying on the floor inaheap. Mr. Fuller 
at once seized the gisl and carried her 
out into the open air, while Mrs. Fuller 
found the open jet from which the gas 
Was escaping and turned it off. A 
doctor was summoned at once, and, al- 
though the body was yet warm, all ef- 
forts at resuscitation were unavailing. 

Mr. Fuller further said, in answer to 
a question of a juror, that he had never 
known the girl to keep company with 
any young men, she going out very 
jarely and then usually on a visit to 
some of her female acquaintances. 

An unmailed letter found in the 
room, addressed to Frank Dixon and 
signed by Hattie Martin, was then read 
to the jury, as was also the note writ- 
ten in Nellie Sevymour’s handwriting, to 
Mrs. Fuller, before referred to. The 
letter spoke of a_ social gathering 
which was to be held at Miss Martin's 
house, and the writer also stated that 
Nellie wanted to know whether a young 
man really liked her ox not, as she 
wished to ascertain what her conduct 
should be toward him. 


Miss Hattie Martin was found by the 
reporter at her home on South Walnut 
street, late in the afternoon, and con- 
sented to tell what she knew about her 
friend. 

“The last time I saw Nellie was on 
last’ Thorsday evening. Mr. and.Mrs. 
Fuller went down to San Diego on the 
Sunday previous and left Nellie to take 
care of the house. I went overto keep 
her company, and remained until At 
day evening.’’ 

“Did she ever intimate to you that 


she inended to ‘commit suicide?” asked 
reporter. 


“Well, she once wats that she felt just 
like turning on the gas jet and dying, 
she was so lonesome, but I never be- 
lieved that she meant it, and laughed 
her out of the humor, telling her she. 
not think of such things.”’ 

Miss Martin: then went on to say that 
Guring the four days that she had re 
mained with Nellie the latter had ap- 
peared much the same as usual, A 
though ey. evincing signs. of 


jas a sheet, and she exclaimed: 
tie, there is something white standing | 


nervousness. On one, occasion. the 


_doorbell rang while the two girls were 


in the kitchen, and Nellie went to an- 
swer it. The visitor proved to be a 
peddiler, and soon left the house. Nel- 
lie closed the door, but when she'~ame 
back to the kitchen her face was pale 
‘*Hat- 


in the parlor door!’’ This frightened 
Miss Martin very much, and the two 
finally went into. the parlor, but saw 
nothing of Hattie’s strange apparition. 
The girl would not be content, how- 
ever, until her friend Hattie had moved 
all the objects in the room, and looked 
behind the piano and all large articles 
of furniture. She complained no more, 
however, of seeing strange sights. 
During the time her friend stayed 


| with her she often referred to a feeling 


of homesickness which she had expe- 
rienced since her parents and relatives 
had moved away, and gave Miss Martin 
to understand that she intended going 


course of a few weeks. The letter 
noted as being signed by Miss Martin 
the latter said had been written at Nel- 
lie’s request on’one of the evenings of 
her stay at the Pearl street house, but 
that she had no intention of mailing it. 
The person referred to was a young 
man whom Nellie had only meta short 
time previous. On Thursday evening 
the two young men called, and the girls 
sat and talked with them, await- 
ng the return of the Fuller fam- 
ily. After Mr. and Mrs. Fuller ar- 
rived Miss Martin left for home, 
Nellie going with her as far as the front 
gate, where, Miss Martin said, she 
acted in a rather singular manner, 
bursting into tears and saying, ‘‘Good- 
by, if I don’t see you any more.”’ 

When asked whether the girl had 
ever before attempted suicide, Miss 
Martin replied that she did not believe 
‘so, although Nellie had told her that on 
one occasion she had come very near 
death by leaving the gas jet open, but 
that the lady by whom she wasemployed 
at the time aappened to come into her 
room at midnight, discovered the odor 
and turned off the flow. This, she ex- 
plained, happened before she was ac- 
customed to the use of gas, blowing it 
out instead of turning the cock. 

Miss Martin said she had known the 
deceased for: over six years. The Sey- 
mour family, she statéd, were residents 
of Los Angeles when her people moved 
out here. They had lived very close 
neighbors much of the time until their 
removal, a:short time ago, to Arizona. 
In the Seyfnour family there were four 
boys and three girls.’ Nellie, aged 18, 
being the oldest. Nellie had always. 
manifested a strong attachment and af- 
fection for her mother, and brooded 
much over the separation from her. 
Nellie was by nature a modest and re- 
tiring girl, going out but seldom and 
always being very carefui of her com- 
pany. 

Mary Walters, another of the sui- 
cide’s girl friends, Saw Nellie for the 
last time in life Sunday evening, when 
she called at her home in East Los An- 
geles. ‘Nellie was in adespondent mood 
at that time, and again threatened 


suicide. She asked Mary which 
would be the easiest way to die. 
Her friend speedily endeavored to 


change the subject and relieve her of 
the idea, but she constantly recurred to 
it, also saying that she had tried it once 
before, but that her mistress came into 
the room and discovered the escaping 
gas before she was able to carry out her 
object. When the open jet was found 
Nellie excused herself by saying that 
she had forgotten to shut it off. 

To other persons, speaking of her 
homesickness, Nellie had said that she 
could not live away, from her mother. 

Mr. Fuller was the only witness ex- 
amined before the jury, Coroner Cates 
deeming his evidence sufiicient. The 
jury, however, was in an unsettled frame 
of mind, and desired that a post-mortem 
be held before it rendered a verdict in 
order to determine whether the girl had 
in any way compromised herself asa 
possible cause to which the suicide 
might be assigned. 

‘The examination was held late last. 
evening, with the result of relieving 
any and all suspicion that sucha condi- 
tion existed. 

The examining physicians’ will state 
on'the witness stand that Nellie Sey- 
mour was above reproach. 

Unless her mind was affected, the 
cause which drove her to her death re- 
mains yet to be reveale/.

WRECKED A TRAIN, 


The Trial of Frank Warner 
Commenced. 


Charged With Obstructing the Santa 
Fe Track Near Duarte, | 


Causing a Smashup in Which Sev- 
eral Persons Were Injured. 


The Story of the Disaster as Told by the 
Engineer and Fireman—The Testi- 
mony of the Brakeman—Iden- 
tifying the Prisoner. _ 


In Department One of the Superior 


Court yesterday, R. Frank Warner, a 


comparatively young man, appeared be- 
fore Judge Smith and a jury to answer 
to the charge of having on November 
28 last maliciously placed an obstruc- 
tion upon the track of the Southern 
California Railway Company near 
Duarte. | He was represented by Calvin 
Edgerton, Esq., while Deputy “District 
Attorney Dupuy conducted the prosecu- 
tion. 

The work of selecting a jury to try 
the case occupied the whole of. the 
morning and half an hour of the after- 
the following jurors 
being finally agreed upon: W..C. Bell, 
L. £. Boyer, F. Coiby, S. D. Crow, A.E. 
Dixon, O. B, Hall, D. E. Hall, R. King- 
Loosmore, - 
and A. Phelps. 

The first witness called for the State 
was Louis L. Baker, who testified 
briefly to the effect that he was an en- 
gineer inthe employ of the Santa Fé 
road.. On'the evening of November 28 
last he was driving locomotive No. 643, 
attached to train No. 1, westward 
bound. About 6:45 o’clock, shortly. 
after leaving Duarte, and while the 
train was running at a fair rate of 
speed, the engine struck some object on 
the track, was‘ derailed, and fell over 
on its right side, hurling him through 
the cab window into theditch. He was 
severely cut on ‘the head and badly 
shaken ‘by his fall, bit managed to 
crawl ort from under the wreck and 
was carried to the baggage car by some 
of thé train men. 

George Tittley,.a young Englishman 
with a decided cockney accent, which 
afforded the jurors and spectators con- 
siderable amusement, testified to the 
effect that 6n the nignt of the accident, 
he was firing No. 643. When she 
struck, which she did without any warn- 
ihg whatever, he was sitting on his seat 
on the left side of thecab. He was fol- 
lowing the engineer through the 
window, but got caught by one of the 
rods, and was. suspended for a few mo- 
Finally disengaging himself, 
however, he dropped on his hands in the 
ditch and crawled toward the tender, 
through the escaping steam. Upon 
crawling out of the wreck he went to 
the baggagecar, where he found the 
engineer. 

R. W. Fowler, a brakeman on the 
train, testified that he was sitting in 
the smoker, the third car from the en- 


gine, when she struck. - He felt a.sud- | 


den jar and then the car jumping onthe 
ties, and got out as-soon as possible 
fearing that the car would be ‘‘tele- 
scoped.’’ Upon going forward he found 
the engine lying across the track on its 
right side. The. tender was partly 
turned over, one end of it being stuck 
into the frontof the baggage car, which 
was derailed, The mail car, imme- 
diately behind it,.was also off the track, 
but on the opposite side of the rails. 


After searching for the engineer for | ket. 
some time witness got red and white} 


lamps and walked ahead of'the wreck 
to stop train No. 4 and prevent a col- 
lision, but it was late and he got as far 
as Monrovia, two miles away, without 
meeting it. The news of the accident 


was then telegraphed ahead by 
the agent, and shortly afterward 
he returned toward the wreck 


upon a hand-car with the section gang. 
About six hundred yards west of the 
wreck he left the hand-car and re- 
mained on the track, and about fifteen 
minutesafter the gang had left him 
there, the defendant, who was carrying 
a bundle of blankets and looked likea 
tramp, walked up to him. Witness 
asked him what he was doing there, 
and defendant asked him how far it 
was to Azusa. Witness told him he was 
going in the wrong direction and re- 
peated his question, when defendant re-. 
plied that he was looking foy work; 
that he had been ont drinking with the 
boys, and was hungry. Witness took 
compassion on him and told him that as 
the cars. would remain on the track all 
night he: could go-hack and sleep there, / 
where it was Warm, .and defendant 
then turned and walked back toward 
the wreck. The. night was pretty dark: 
at that time, 
Conductor W.: was the next 
‘wittéess. He testified to the effect that 
at 12:17 o’clock on-November 28, de- 
fendant voarded “his train at Glendora. 
He had a bundle of blagkets with him. 
When witness asked for his ticket, de- 
fendant gave him $1, said he wanted 
to get off at Azusa, and asked witness 
to “go easy’* &s that was all he yo 
Witness gave him 80 cents change an 
went on through the train, but after 
leaving Azusa he saw defendant still 
on board, and asked him why he did not 
get off. When the train reached Duarte 
witness put him off.

APSOLUTELY 


Highest of all in Leavening Power.— Latest U.S. Goy’t Report, 


They are Over Their Heads in 
the Water. 


Considerable Damage Was Done by 
Rain Monday. 


East and South. 


One Freight Train Went in the Ditch— 
Bridges That Floated to the 
Ocean—Rumored Santa 
Fe Change. 


- 


All of the railways entering Los An- 
geles suffered considerable damage from 
the late rain. Trafficin all directions 
is obstructed. On the Southern Pacific 
the washouts played more or less havoc 
on all the lines. The big trestle-work 
over the Tejunga, about fourteen miles 
north of Los Angeles, was washed 


out,. fully eighty feet of the timber 


work being carried away. A _ pile- 
driver was set to work at both ends of 
the break, and it was officially stated 
that trains could be running to and from 
San Francisco some time this morning, 
though no definite time couid be given. 
A rumor of a landslide at Tehachepi 
could not be confirmed. Several wash- 
outs occurred on the Yuma line at 
Whitewater, near Beaumont, but they 
were repaired before last night. Two 
bents of a bridge on the motor road 
over the Santa Ana River, between 
San Bernardino and Redlands, went 
out, but it was expectedto have the 
structure in shape again by this morn- 
ing. There were three bad washes on 
the Santa Ana branch of the Southern 
Pacific between Florence and Downey. 
No trains were run over that line yes- 
terday. 
The Southern California. lines of the 
Santa Fé were in a bad shape all day 
yesterday, but the management made 
strenuous efforts to repair the breaks. 
A landslide at Garvagnza kept all the 
west-bound trains on that line tied up 
at Lincoln Park all of Monday night. 
Slight washes on the line between Los. 
Angeles and San Bernardino were soon 
doctored, ‘and now the line is open 
from Los Angeles to Barstow. A wash 
between Colton and East Riverside cut 
out asection of the Kite-shaped track, 
but thiswill pe'repaired today. “At this 
point a freight train went off the track, 
derailing about five cars, but doing lit- 
tle damage. The San Diego line suf- 
fered two bad washes. The bridges 
over the San Mateo River. at Capis- 
trano and San Luis Rey River at Ocean- 
side were washed out, completelv block- 
ing traffic on the Coast Line. It was 


said at the general offices that the line 


will be open today. 

The Los Angeles Terminal road had 
another serious experience, and at the 
same place as a recent one. About 
three hundred feet of track washed out 
on the San Pedro line below the station 
of Workman. Though efforts are being 
made to repair this, no time can be set 
for the opening of the line. 

Capt. Ainsworth of the Redondo Rail- 
road says his line had three or four 
small washes, which did no damage be- 
yond delaying trains. « , 

There must have been some 
trouble on the Atlantic and Pacific, as 
trains were badly belated and telegraph 
wires were down. The Santa Fé gave 
notice that no oranges or other perish- 
able freight would be received until 
further notice. There are several cars 
of oranges in transit, which, it is 
feared, will be damaged by the delay.

ORANGE-GROWERS.- 


A Smail Meeting Held at Colton 
Yestérday. 


Railroad Washouts Prevent a Full 
Representation. 


Lively Discussion as to the Place of 
Next Mecting. 


Colton Gets Another Small Plum—Another 
Meeting to Be Held There Next 
Tuesday—The Necessity of 

Harmony. 


Pursuant to notice, a mass-meeting of 
‘orange-growers was held at the pavil- 
ion in Colton yesterday afternoon, to 


| discuss methods of improving the con- 


dition of the industry, and endeavor to 
form some kind of -an organization, 
The meeting was held on one side of 
the music hall, tke gathering waiting 
‘for the orchestra on the stage to cease 
playing. The washouts had, apparently, 
kept many away. There were. about 
fifty present. As far as noticed, there 
was but one representative from outside 
of old San Bernardino county, and half 
of those present were from Colton, 

The greater part of the time was 
taken up with asomewhat heated de- 
bate as to the place for holding the next 
meeting. 

“E. W.*Holmes of Riverside said he 
thought it not advisable to hold a regu- 
lar meeting, owing to the washouts on 
the railroads: He thought it would be 
best to appoint a committee of three to 
call a meeting, to be held in the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, Los Angeles. 

J. W. Doran of Old San Bernardino 


was appointed chairman of the meet- | 


ing, and W. E. Collins of Ontario secre- 
tary. 

The secretary read the following dis- 
patch from Los.Angeles: 

To the chairman of frusé drowers’ ..... ing, 
Colton: Detained asa witness.

erations. 

In proportion as the subsidiary states 
share this federal or national instinct do 
they rise to the success of the nation. 

I apprehend that it will take another con- 
vulsion, and that probably not an extensive 
onue—perhaps a foreign war—to permanent- 
ly settle the supremacy of the nation in ev- 
ery uncriminal mini. 

The weakness of the federal government 
now is due tothe states who contribute to 
it their representative caitiffs as senators, 
justices and-even presidents. 

The last message of the governor of South 
Carolina, the most wayward of all our early 
provinces, shows the failure of an obstrep- 
erous state sovereignty in the refusal of 
the people, though they disobey. the federal 


laws of suffrage, to pay their taxes, main-» 


tain their public schools, uphold their one 
university—the first one where free trade, 
rebellion and secession were taught—or 
subdue their factional and social animosi- 
ties. Good citizens of such a state must in-

Nym Crinkle on Literature and the Drama. 
What will be the condition of literature 
and drama 100 years hence? : 
To keep the answer to this question out 
of the category of mere guesses on the one 
hand and save it from the imputation of 
rash prediction on the other, it must be de 
duced from the indications of the present. 
There is a feverish energy in every de- 
ment of intellectual life just now that 
symptomatic. Every person of fairly 
good education and of restless mind writes 
a book. Asarule, it isa superficial book, 
but it swells the bulk and it indicates the 
cerebral unrest that is trying to express it- 
self. We have arrived at a condition in 
which more books are printed than the 
world can read. This is true not only of 
books that are not worth reading, but it is 
true of the books that are. 

All this I take to be the result of an in- 
tellectual affranchisement that is new, and 
of a dissemination of knowledge instead of 
a concentration of culture. Everybody 
wants to say something. But it is slowly 
growing upon the world that everybody 

as not got something to say. 

Therefore one may even. at this moment 
detect the causes which will produce reac- 
tion. In 100 years there will not be so many 
books printed, but there will: be more said. 
That seems to me to be inevitable. It is 
certainly in the direction of intellectual de- 
velopment, which implies that man reaches 
a condition individually and socially, if he 
progresses at all, in which he cares less 


about talking than about doing. 


But, taking the whole bulk of current 
literature, good, bad and indifferent, and 
acknowledging that as a mass. it. is more 
active than profound, there is nevertheless 
an observable tendency in it—it is measur- 
ably. moving toward a somewhat! 

If we can get the direction and the ratio 
We may reasonably measure its progress 
during the next century. 

Now what is that tendency? 

I do not see how any one can diligently 
investigate the material without perceiving 
that its slow advance is toward a better 
humanity, a closer fraternity, a broader 
charity. These signs are unmistakable even 
in its lighter veins of cynicism and persi- 


of all the imaginative writers 
are jibing at the wrongs of society. The 
other tenth are jibing at the political short- 
comings. Ofcourse they have ideals, against 
which they adjust the real. Some of these 
ideals are made of moonbeams; some are 
wildly impracticable; others are fantasies 
on Plato’s notion or.travesties of More’s 
dream. But the incentive is a resthess sense 
of imperfection and a growing conscious- 
ness of a central sun somewhere in the 
moral and intellectual universe which is 
pulling all things to it. When thi is not 
a distinctly theistic feeling, it,js a vague 
philosophic counterpart of it, 

So far as this is a gain in unity and rea- 
sonableness, it is a permanent gain. I can 
conceive of-no political or social disaster 
that will destroy it. 

The philosopher who undertakes to sur- 


vey this ground needs not be an extreme 


optimist to see that there is a distinct ethic- 
al gain jn the aggregate of intellectual 
work. When it does not lead it reflects, in 
broken and uncertain gleams, the spirit of 
the age, and that spirit stands for a better 
solidarity and a nobler destiny for man.. 
Under all the factors that must influence 
the intellectual future, broader and deeper 
than any of them lies education. If you 


‘want to find out what the future man will 


say you will have to ask, What will he 
know? 

At this moment the whole educational 
energy of the country is centering itself on 
the want of an ethical basis of instruction. 
It is not alone the Catholic church that ob- 
jects to the system which makes smart men 
instead of good men. Some of the wisest of 
Protestant teachers have conceded that our 
public school system is fatally deficient in 
the elemental teaching which develops the 
moral sense and makes honest citizens. 

This protest, I take it, is another form 
of the reaction against the intense materi- 
alism of the time. But it is alsoa sign of 
intellectunl development. No one who 
studies it can doubt that the education of 
our youth during the next fifty years will 
be in a measure freed from the mathemat- 
ical restrictions of the present courses. , 

If we now recognize the fact that labor 
everywhere is insisting that more time to 
study and rest shall betaken from toil, and 
add this to the fact that the studies promise 
to improve in the direction of ethics, I do 
not see how we can avoid the conclusion 
that, barring some great and incalculable 
eonvulsion that would throw mankind 


backward a hundred years, the. coming in- 
tellectual workere will be less superficial, 

more thoroughly equipped for their work, 
of larger views and broader catholic spirit, 
with less creed in their religion and more 
of God and humanity. The encyclopedic 
man, who makes a show of knowing all 
ive way to the specialist, who 
makes an effort to.know one thing and 
know it well. 


The newspaper which has made a bold 
incursion into current literature has with 


the stimulus of competition overdone the 
matter, and there is already a tendency to 
e to the review for expressions of opinion. 

Vo hear continually of the demoralization 
of the press, which means the populariza- 
tion of the newspaper at the expense of con- 
viction. There is going to be a reaction in 
that field. There ought to be, and there 
undoubtedly will be in New York or some 
other commercial and intellectual Ameri-

VENTILATING THE EARTH. 


WHY DO THE WINDS BLOW?—A 
SYSTEM OF VENTILATION,

The wind blows because the air is 
colder and therefore heavier in one re- 
gion than in another: the cold heavy 
air flows along the surface of the earth, 
creeping under the warmer, lighter air; 


the flowing air is wind. 


When I was in Washington in febru- 
ary with a young fellow who is now 
growing old enough to go with me on 


short journeys, we went to the great 


monument. The few days before had 
been cold, but the morning of our visit 
was mild under a warm sunshine, such 
as Northern visitors to the capita! find 
very enjoyable in the winter season. 
As we entered the door at the base of 
the monument, a strong blast of cold 
air was blowing out, and on inquiring 
of the attendant, I learned that this 
Was a common occurrence. It wasa 
good illustration of the cause of the 
winds. The stones of the monument 
had become chilled in the colder 
weather of the days before, and all the 
air within the shaft was cooled, thus 
becoming so heavy that whenever the 
door was opened at the bottom it de- 
scended actively and blew out withsome 
violence....When we reached the top 
after the fong ascent in the elevator, 
the air was blowing in at the windows, 
to supply that which Caneganen through 
the shaft. 

All this is, in a way, like the north- 
west winds of blustery March. For 
two days we have now had here in 
Cambridge a rushing northwest wind. 
The weather maps, issued daily by the } 
Weather Bureau, show that this wind 


ris part of a great air current that is 


sweeping far and wide across the coun- 
try. It comes from the northwest ter- 
ritories of Canada and flows rapidly all 
over our Central and Eastern States, 
flooding them with cold, dry air. Any 
reader who is old enough to remember 
other Marches must recall similar 
spells of cold. violent northwest winds. 
They may be after a fashion compared 
with the cold blast that blows out of 
the Washington Monument on 
Gays of winter. 
NORTHWEST MARCH WINDS, 
Far on the plains of Northwest Can- 
ada, beyond Winnipeg, the winters are 
very coid. The days are short and dur- 
ing daytime the sun rises little above the 
southern horizon, shining but faintly 
on the snow-covered country. The 
snow reflects away much of the sun- 
shine that falls on it, and the reflected 
rays give no warmth to the ground. 
The nights are long ani quiet, allow- 
ing the snow to become excessively 
cold, and thus cooling the air that lies 
onit. The whole district becomes sur- 


, charged with cold, heavy air. 


If it were surrounded by mountains 
the cold, heavy air might lie there all 
winter until warmed again bv the 
lengthening sunshine of spring; there 
are mountains on the west, but there is 
no such enclosure on the east. The 
plains continue without interruption 
across the international boundary, so 
the heavy air sweeps out from the re- 
gion of greatest cold and deluges us 
with its icy blast. 

These blustering northwest winds 
characterize March for two reasons. 
First, because by the end of winter the 
atmosphere over far Northwestern Can- 
ada has fallen to its lowest temperature 
and*with the coming of March it is a 
little warmed. 


Second, because in March our South- 


ern States have already entered the 


mild half of the year. Thus there is a 
strong difference of temperature estab- 
lished between the two regions, and 
hence a strong wind blows from one to 
the other. 

If all the air North: and South were 
equally cold and heavy, it would every- 
where lie calm; if it were all warm and 
light it would be still and motionless. 
But as there are always differences of 
temperature between different regions, 
so there are always winds blowing from 
one place to another. The example of 
the March blasts illustrates the effect of 
pronounced contrast of temperature. 


THE SEA BREEZE. 
In summer time the strong sunshine 
warms the land more than the water, 


and the air all over the land thus gains 


a higher temperature than that over 
the oceans. , The many reasons for this 
will be understood by any reader who 
has gone through a course of physics at 
school. 

Water evaporates and much of the 
sunshine that falls on the sea is given 
over tosupplving the energy needed for 
evaporation, called latent heat, about 
which you may ask your school teacher; 
hence less sunshine can be devoted to 
causing a rise of temperature. The 
land is non-volatile, and all the sun- 
shine that falls on it isdevoted to warm- 
ing it, except the little that ts needed 
to dissipate the morning dew or the rain 
of the day before. 

Water is transparent, and hence the 
sunshine enters to a considerable depth 
in the ocean and distributes its warming 
action through a large volume of water; 
the land is opaque and takes all the 
sunshine that falls upon it directly at 
the surtace, thus. w arming only a thin 
layer... 

Water is a difficult substance to warm; 
your teacher will say, ‘‘its specific heat

tween the air over the tand and over 
the water. is well marked. 

On our*New England coast there is 
still another reason for this difference. 
The waters that bathe our shore come. 
from the north: they are part of the 
current, and are still 
cold when they reach New England; 
even in midsummer the water is almost 
tow cold for bathing. 


Already in May, when the weather 
over the land has quickly leaped from 
winter almost to ‘summer, the days are 
warm. but the air\off shore still keeps a 
wintry sting. hen. as morning warms 
into noon, we fcel the sea Qreeze push- 
ing its cool breath inwards under the 
warm, light air that lies on the laad.. 
It will. not come in if there is a brisk 
wind blowing off shore, too strong for 
the breeze to overcome, but in clear, 
quiet summer weather, it may be ex- 
pected about 9 or 10 o’clock. at the 
water’s edge, then siowly. working its 
way inland, reaching the furthest ad- 
vance -of ten or twenty miles in the 
middle of the afternoon. és 

On more level iand, such as the 
coastal plains of New Jersey or farther 
south, the penetration of the sea breeze 
may be twice as far as in Massachusetts, . 
and from what I can learn, the sea 
breeze there is of more regular occur- 
rence than with us in the North; per-. 
haps some of my readers may be able 
to send me sonre account of this. 

When the sea breeze comes it brings 
a grateful change from the hot land air 
that it replaces; sometimes it carries 
even a flavor of the sea as well asa 
freshness oftemperature. For this rea- 
son, as wellas for the pleasures for baat~ 
ing, bathing and fishing, the seashore - 
resorts of the Atlantic Coast, or the 
summer villages of our great lakes, 
where the lake breeze blows, are .en- 
joyed by visitors from the ‘hot interior 
of the country when the summer heats 
are blazing. 

The sea breeze dies away at night 
and may then be replaced by an off- 
shore land- breeze; but this is generally | 
less active than its comrade of the day, 
nor does it greatly concern those of us 
who go early to bed. 

Just as the lands are warmer than 
the seas by day and colder by night, so 
they are warmer in the summer, as a 
whole, and colder in the winter. In 
the warm season the winds tend to 
blow from ocean to continent; in the 
cold season, from continent to ocean. 
In Asia this tendency is well marked 
and the regular seasonal! winds are 
there called monsoons. It must not be. 
understood that the¥ blow with abso- 
lute constancy half a year one way and 
half a year the other; but that during 
the warm season the prevailing winds 
come ashore, and during the cold season ~ 
they blow out to sea. The coasts of 
»India and China, for several thousand 
miles, are thusswept over by alternat- 
ing land and sea winds of semi-annual 
periods. 

TH! GENERAL CIRCULATION. 

Now we are able to understand even 
a.greater example of air currents. The 
equatorial regions are warm thhough- 
out the year; the polar regions are con- 
tinuously cold. From one to the other 
there is an everlasting movement of 
air, The heavy air from the poles 
creeps toward the equator and raises 
the light air on its back. The raised 
light air flows down over the lower 
heavy air toward ,the poles. As the 
cold polar air creeps toward the equa- 
tor, it becomes warmed. As the over- 
flow of the equatorial air goes toward 
the poles it is cooled. 

Thus there is continually a supply of 
cold air to creep in under the warm air, 
and of warm air to flow back over the 
cold. The motion never stops. 

As the wind goes back and forth, al- 
Ways over essentially the same path, 
its movement is called a circalation. 
{t constitutes the largest example of 
such movement that we have on the 
earth, inasmuch as it embraces‘the 
whole surface of the planet. It isa 
magnificent system of ventilation in the 
literal sense of the word.’ How well 
mixed the atmosphere must be kept by 
all these circulations from land to wa- 
ter, day and night, winter and summer, 
and from equator to poles, back ard 
forth, the year round. 

A curious feature of the general cir- 
culation of the ntmeopnete is its ob- 
lique motion. 

The winds do not biow along the 
meridians from pole to equator, but in: 
consequence of the earth's rotation 
they flow obliquely, producing a great 
whirling eddy 10,000 miles in diame- 
ter around either pole. 

In our iatitudes the severa! members 
of the general circulation all blow al- 
most from west to east; hence. the 
prevailing westerly course of the winds 
across the Atlantic, by which voyages 
from America to Europe are made 
more quickly than the return voyages 
from the old world to the new, 

This oblique course of the generai 
winds.is too important a matter to 
“leave unmentioned, and yet it is too 
difficult a matter to attempt to explain 
here. ‘Nor can it. be satisfactorily re- 
ferred to our text-books, for they gen- 
erally explain it incorrectly. The fact 
remains, however, that the genera! 
winds blow very obliquely around the 
poles from east to west, and not di- 
rectly to and from the poles along the 
meridians. 
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
